SALT LAKE CITY, Nov. 28.— Re- 
ports that the federal 
grand 
jury 
which has been sitting in this city 
and which has been investigating the 
coal frauds, has voted several indict- 
ments cannot be confirmed. 


When Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner Clarke resumed his inves- 
tigation today, J. T. Marchand, who 
is conducting the Government's case 
b-efore Clarke, flatly refused to ex- 
amine H. G. Williams, general mana- 
ger of the Utah Fuel Company, stat- 
ing that he Jid not propose to render 
Williams Immune to future 
action 
At the request of Marchand, Commis- 
sioner Clarke also excused for the 
present Frank B. Cook, a 
mining 
operator, and William D. Foster, sec- 
retary to Robert Forester, a geologist 
in the employ o"f'one of the coal com- 
panies under investigation. 
It was 
stated that theae men .would be ask- 
ed to appear before the. grand jury. 


Sensational Testimony. 


Sensational testimony was given by 


Michael 
A. Myendorff, 
a special 
agent of the government who began 
an investiagtion 
of (ne coal 
land 


frauds in Utah and who, before he 
had completed his investigaitons, was 
transferred to Los Angeles, and then, 
to Portland, Oregon. 
Hyendorff pre- 
sented an affidavit in which he told 
of efforts made by influential men 
to induce him to cease his investiga- 
tion of the coal land frauds. 
He 
named Senators Warren and Clark, of 
Wyoming, Commissioner Richards of 
Ihe- genera! land office, and George 
F. Pollock, chief of department B, 
interior department, 
Washington. 


He alleged that in Denver Senator 
Warren told him he ought not to go 
after the Union Pacific and Incur the 
enmity of that company. He charged 
that the land department at Wash- 
ington had suppressed evidence se- 
cured by him. In two charges which 
he filed against Robert Forester, geo- 
logist of the Utah Fuel Company, he 
alleged, no action was taken. 
The 
witness further alleged" that' George 
F. Pollock, chief of department B, 
Interior deparfhlenf,' instructed him 
to destroy for affidavits 
which 
he 
haJ secured against the Union Pacific 
Coal Company. 


Union Pacific Involved. 


Myendorft'n affidavit goes at length 
Into the methods of the coal compan- 
ies in securing coal lands by locations 
through dummies 
who 
transferred 
their rights to the corporations. 


My3n3orfC alleges that on one oc- 
casion seventy-seven men were taken 
into offices in the Union Depot at

alleged that it was represented to 
him that to stir up the Wyoming coal 
land matter at that time would incur 
tho enmity of the Union Pacific in-

Myendorff alleged that he was re-- 


moved from Denver in 1905 as a re- 
sult of his activities and that pressure 
was brought to have the matter of 
the Wyoming lands turned over to 
Inspector N. J. O'Brien of 
Denver, 


whom the affiant described as a con- 
fidential friend .oS Macey, clerk of th. 
department at Washington, and also 
a personal friend of Senator Warren. 
Sonator Clark, also, he alleged want- 
ed O'Brien detailed on this work. 


Counsel for the Union Pacific mov- 
ed that all the matter contained 
the affidavits be stricken out, but the 
motion was 'over ruled and the affl-, 
davits will be included in the report 
to congress. 


Suspicions Inactivity.
